, The introduction of the Patrol System 
has been of great benefit to the depart- 
ment. It is of such value to the service 
that I would recommend that every point 
possible be covered by either telephone or 
telegraph connections, so that the force 
can be kept on the alert and be ab e to 
furnish by means of rapid movements, 
better protection.
